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Ottawa, December 7.2— While of- 
ficial reticence is naturally preserved, 
the people of the capitsl as well a; 
elsewhere in the Dominion are dis- 
mayed by .Russian’s ruthless attack on 
the tittle republic of Finland. With 
the tear of active oppotition by the 
larger nations removet, the Bear is 
ranging abroad and there seems to be 
no telling what little aa‘’on will next 
fee] its claws. 

Ottawa is awaiting the official an- 
nouncement of the empire air training 
agreement. The terms ot this agree- 
ment can only be knowu when they are 
published in the four capitals, but it 
is quite clear that there has been un- 
wnimous accord on the plan, Accord: 
ing to Lord Riverdale head of the Bri- 
tish air mission, who wil! leave in a 
fortnight for London, the project is 
expected to be in full swing by the 
spring. In the meantime preliminary 
arrangements will be carried out, 
fields will be selected und surveyed, 
and needed buildings constructed. 
Training planes will be bought, and 
other equipment secured «nd installed. 
Airmen from Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, Britain ad porsibly from 
Newfoundland will rece‘ve final  in- 
struction in the Canadian schools 
which will stretch acro, 5 Capada, 


To what extent Canta will supply 
{raining planes for the scheme is not 
yet known. Canadian ‘uctories are 
certain, however. to be kept busily en- 
gaged in the construction of aircratt 
tor the allied war effort, Airplane bod- 
jes and other equipment, but not the 
engines, will be manufactured in 
Canada. Already since the war began 
the War Supply Board and its  pre- 
decessor the Defence Purchasing 
Board have placed orders for 125 air- 
craft and accessories wi'b a total val- 
ue of about 15 million dollars. Of 
these aircraft, orders for 40 were giv- 
en Canadian factories consisting of 
bombing planes, :econnaissance 
planes and trainers. 

In accord with the government's 
plan to give out all possible news in 
regard to the country’s war effort, 
without contravening Ceusor regula- 
tions or running counter to public in- 
terest, word has been passed out dur- 
ing the past week that orders given 
tor war supplies have «pgregated 70 
million dollars. Of thes. orders rail- 
way equipment has cost, 26 million, 
aircraft 15 million, clothing 8 million, 
foodstuffs 4 million, construction pro- 
jects 10 million, tuel 2? 1-2 million, 
machinery 1 1-2 million and miscellan- 
eous 5 million. ‘he broadcast of the 
finance ministe:, Mr a‘ston of s0me 
days past, and the move recent broad 
cast from London to (iermany of Mr 
Crerar, who is leader of the Canadian 
mission now in London bave served 
to show not only the Canadian people 
but friend and foe alike how serious 
are the war etforts ol this country 
Mr Crerar’s broadcast, x9 timely in 
view of the type of propaganda eman- 
atiag from German rad.2 stations, re- 
minded the people of Germany of the 
extent of Canada’s participating in 
the last war, and that Canada is more 
united in the prosecution of this war 
than she was in 1914 at the beginning 
of the last” He told of Canadian vol- 
unteers flocking to the colors, of Can- 
ada’s great cereal harvests, of her 


‘wealth in minerals and other resour- 


ces, “Our whole economy industrial 
and agricultural” he said “is being 
geared up to war demands.” In the 
hour of stress, with tae air full of 
false propaganda, truth told in this 
way musi be of the greuiest value, 

ln relation to the buge surplus of 
wheat now filling Canada’s elevators, 
recent orders trom Briisip bring into 
clear relief how important this carry- 
over will be to the allied war eltort. 
With such a elarge amount lying iu 
etorage there May wiquestionably 
have been times when p/oducers have 
been impatient and inclined to be 
sceptical of its value. ‘ut in addition 
to increased purchases there are har- 
vest conditions in other countries 
which alter the world wheat situation 
and increase the importunce of (uan- 
ada’s surplus. For example excessive 
rains in the Argentine and nights cf 
frost will probably recuce that coun- 
try’s crop, In the United States dry 
fall monthg have had an elfect on the 
winter wheat prospects... There is a 
lack of subsoil moisture, and estim- 
ates of the winter wheat harvest 
range about 350 to 100 million bushel 
when a normal crop is trom 050 mil- 
lion bushels will likely Lave little o1 
no wheat for export trom this year's 
crop. Transportation is a major factor 
these days, with the unremittent 


‘etraagi on the seas, and the compar 
ative shortness of the North Atlantic 
route increases the iulportance = ot 
Canada’s position in the wheat market 
in comparison With countries trom the 
Southern hemisphere, such as Argen- 
tina and Australia. In the long run it 
is felt, Canada’s surplus ef wheat will 
likely prove of the grevtest value in 
ihe prosecution of the wat. 

In an effort to conserve Australia’s 
resources of non-sterling exchange, 
and to “prevent the squandering of 
this exchange on non-ssential im- 
ports” the government «1! that Domin- 
ion has prohibited imports from non- 
sterling countries except under spec- 
ial license, ‘his will undoubtedly re- 
duce Canada’s exports to Austraiia 
which have been reaching an annual 
tot] of over 30 million dollars, Com- 
modities coming under the luxury or 
semi-luxury heads, such us silk stock- 
ings, dresses, etc. will lively be sub- 
stantially reduced, While the new re- 
gulations are based on graDting import 
license for about one sixth average 
imports, it is held that in the cage of 
such commodities as timber, news- 
print and auto chassis wich needed in 
Australia, the sales from Canada will 
not be so drastically reduced,
